The Nrst meeting will be that of the gen-
eral graod counctl of the Royul and Select
Masters of the United States, which cun-
venes at Little Rock. Ark., October &
This dody Is composed of three repressnta-
tives from each states In (he unlon, the rep-
resenitatives belng the three highes: oMm-
cers of the grand councdl of the varfous
Mates—the grand master, the deputy grand
master and the grand principal conductor
of the work. They legislate for the order
throughout the Unlted Siates and, while
the order l&8 one which does nol appear
prominently before the publle on ordinary
peonslons, Ita meetings are of much In-
tersnt to the eraft at large, especially as
there I8 a growing sentiment throughout
the grand jurisdictions to make members
ship In the councll prevequisite to member-
mhip In the chapter of Royal Arch Masons.

The wsecond meellng of natlonal im-
portance will bhe the grand chapter of Royal

Arch Masong, which will convens at Little |

Hock, October 14, It being understood that
the grand councll will complete its work in
one day. This body ls compossd of the
grand high pricsts, grand king and grand
seribes of the varlous grand chapiers of ths
syveral stiates of the unlon, and Its seavions
are generilly longer than the meaiings of
the grand counell for the renson that the

Pefore the judge returns o Omaha he
will have attended a far more Important
mesting than either of these, the bicnnial
memsion of the supreme council of the
Anclent and Accepted Beottish Rite, which
will convene Oclober 1%, Washington,
D. C., tha judge belng one of the twenty-
four men who are entitled to m volee and
vote in this body. As ho s A member of
the committes on foralgn relations, he must
be In Washington some days before the
opening of the councll and will be at head-
quarters October 12 remalning there dur-
ing the sessmions, which will probably con-
tinue for two or three weeks.

Bomothing of more than usual interest
centers around the coming meeting of the
grand councll, bocauss of the probability
of an increamse In the membership of that
body. Under its constitution there can be
but thirty-five actlve members of the body,
who are known as Inspectors general. Al
the last counctl there were twenty-six mem-
bers, -'which Is as many as there has ever
been, the constitutional limitation having
never been reached mince the organization
of the grand council of the southern juris-
dietion, which includes nil of the United
Btates ouiside of that portion bounded on
the south by the Ohlo river and on the
west by the Misslssipp! river., This sec-
tlon fa under the jurisdiction of the grand
councll of thé northern jurisdiction, which
held its meetingm in Boston last weoek.

Two of the Inspeotors general having
died within the last twe years, it ls prob-
able that vucceasors will be elected, while,
on notount of renewsd activity In some
parts of the country, it Is porsible that the
number will be incroased above twenty-six.
Ig thia matter It is Impoxsible to muke a
forecant, as the Inspeciors are so widely
scattéred that they seldom confer except
at tho blennial meetingn. It I8 understood,
however, that the vacaney in North D
kota will be filled, am well as the vacancy
in the state of Washington, as those grand
jurisdictions are very active and require
the presence of a thirty-third degree mason
The foreign relations committes will have
some Interceting things to conslder and
the ever present “French situation"” may
not be the Jeant of them. At the last
blenninl counecll the Mextomn grand lodge
matter was settled matisfactorily and the
Moxicann have put themwelves In good
shape before the Masonle world, The
“French sltuation™ s not of such easy
solution, as it Is & matter of public knowl-
edge that there ls conslderable divergence
of opinion ns to the merits of the cuse and
even locally there are those who rulse a
word of defense for France,
